Philadelphia is fortunate in having 
such a system. Before the organiza- 
tion of a central coHccting agency for 
charities and hospitals and other money- 
needing organizations, as high as 37% 
of the money collected sometimes went 
for soliciting expenses. The soliciting 
now costs only 4%. Formerly, the time 
of the Board meetings of Various wel- 
fare institutions was taken up with the 
all-important question, of the necessity 
of raising money. Now, they can dis- 
cuss what is fundamentally more im- 
portant — the possibility of increasing 
the efficiency of their work. Another 
benefit is that the public is annoyed 
less frequently by solicitations. 

Donors can indicate the institution 
to which they wish their money to be 
given. It is distributed on a budget 
system. Each institution gives an 
estimate of its needs in advance and 
presents it to the Welfare Committee. 
Sfj i.'far'i the full quota has been raised 
each .year, but it has meant' harder 
wOrk than should 1 bo necessary. 

Practically every institution in this 
neighborhood, with the exception of the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital, co-operates in 
this. The hospital receives a great deal 
each, year from the Bryn Mawr Horse

After the luncheon, the new club 
chorus rendered several songs which 
were received nith enthusiastic ap- 
p'ause. The President. Mrs. A. B. Ross. 
then addressed the Club, and presented 
the first speaker, Mrs. Montrose Gra- 
ham Tn 11, the new President of the 
Philomusiaii Club. Mrs. Tull spoke on 
the importance of being brief, saying 
that brevity gives us inspiration and 
the delightful opportunity to dig some 
information out for ourselves. 

Mrs. Richard Hamilton, Chairman of 
the County Federation, was next intro- 
duced, and gave a splendid talk on club 
uigniii/.atinn and club ethics. She laid 
particular stress on the balancing of 
the programs in the clubs, so that they 
might be half practical and half cul- 
tural, in this manner becoming inter- 
esting to all the members. Mrs. Ham- 
ilton also spoke of the value of punc- 
tuality and the need of regard for our 
club laws. 

The value of the Federation of Wo- 
men 's Clubs was ghown by Mrs. Louifr 
Dick, who attributed much of the suc- 
ress of the various clubs to the strength 
of this union. 

The Hathaway Shakespeare Club was 
represented 'bv Mrs. Purncll, w~ho gave 
an interesting hit of information about 
the proposed "Jane Campbell Scholar- 
ship" at State College.' Mrs. Purnell 
spoke enthusiastically of the number of 
clubs who were coming forward so read- 
ily with contributions. The cultivation 
of beauty and carrying qualities in the- 
voice as an asset to every club woman, 
was another theme on which she spoke. 
The Narberth Club was much praised 
by Mrs. Roberts, President of the New 
Century Club, who mentioned the many 
fne things it has done. Mrs. Roberts 
censed much amusement when she lik- 
ened us to the obliging chameleon, who 
in his effort to please and live up to 
his reputation, burst when ho was 
placed on a piece of Scotch plaid. The 
secret of the unrest of the times was 
another thought she gave to her listen- 
ers, saying that the uniform desire and 
search for happiness was at the bottom' 
of many of onr troubles.

HEALTH WORK GROWS 



TliP Community Library has now 
served the ].i><>].l<" of Niirhorth lor two 
and a half ywir«. Bcmk-.-nsos have 

been bought and b.»<,k.-asi's have boon 
borrowed and still the bonks ow-rllow. 
Some weeks nfjn the files showed that 
the two thousand mark had been re:i.-'a- 
cd. It has indeed become a renl la- 
lirary. 

The latest work undertaken by the 
librarians is that of mending books. 
]t is a tribute to the authors that 
these books have been read by so many 
i.nd in spite of amateur bindings, the 
books will still serve for a long while. 
In the meantime new books are com- 
ing in and there is one that deserves 
very special mention. It is called "Doc- 
tor Dolittle's 1'ost Ollice," and won 
the Newberry Medal for the most dis- 
tinguished contribtntion to American 
literature for children in ]'.i22. 

Because it was written for children 
doesn't mean, however, that the grown- 
ups will not want to real it. The pre- 
diction is that when it once gets into 
a home, the young folks will have to 
fight for it. as father and mother will 
have become so interested in it that 
they won 't give it up. 

Doctor Dolittle lived in Puddloby on- 
the Marsh. But as he was returning 
home from a trip to West Africa, 
chance brought, him to the Kingdom 
of Fnntippo. Here the post office was 
in chaos. A few years before the King 
had had stamps printed with his very 
prettiest portra.it on them, and had had 
post boxes put on the streets, but the 
mail was never collected, as the King 
thought that the stamps were magic 
and would move the letters without 
human aid. So Dr. Dolittle promised 
to stay in Fnntippo and show the King 
how a post office should be run. He 
Bent for postman's uniform, but as it 
was too hot in Africa to wear many 
clothes, the letter carriers only wore 
the hats and a string of beads. 

The story tells how the Africans were 
not satisfactory as letter-carriers, so 
the Doctor called his bird friends to- 
gether and employed them. "Cheap- 
side," the London sparrow, had charge 
of the city mail, because he was used 
to city streets, and the other birds 
as they migrated, carried foreign mail 
and parcel post. 

The postal service became very pop 
ular partly because the Dr. served tea 
every day at four (so everyone bought 
stamps at 4 V. M.) and partly because 
the glue on the stamps was made from 
licorice, and tasted so good that the 
people bought stamps because they liked 
the flavor. 

Before the Dr. returned to Buddleby- 
on-tho-Marsh, he meets a very smart 
white mouse and a turtle who was on 
the Ark with Noah. 

But read it, either to yourself or 
aloud to your children. It is a delight- 
fully entertaining an-d fnnciful tale. 



TO VOTE ON BONDS. 



Health teaching in the public schoo'.s 
today has become a. fine art. Xo long 
er is the oldj-fasjii-oned "physiology 
lesson," with its diagrams of the hear', 
the lungs and the brain, considered all- 
Kiillicient. In this field, "book learn 
iug" has been made to take a bacii 
seat, and a vital health message, teach 
ing the rules of right living, wholesome 
eating, exercise and fresh air, has tak 
en its place. 

Teachers of Delaware County havi 
been ejiiick to adopt modern heal'l, 
teaehing methods to their elntss-rooms 
But in order to have a real scientili. 
knowledge of their subject, the Dela 
ware County Teachers' Association has 
planned "Health Day" to be held Or 
tober 2ntli. The session will last .ill 
day and will take place in the Oak. 
moat High School auditorium. Man- 
teachers from schools throughout Ho 
county plan to attend. 

In the morning, there will be a dis 
(Mission of health teaching methods for 
the primary and elementary grades, led 
by Miss Aubyn China, of the Nutrition 
Department of the Inter-State Dairy 
Council. This is the third year the 
Dairy Council lias co-operated with 
the Main Line Schools in conducting 
the health program. Two demonstra 
lion lessons will be given with the pu- 
pils of the second grade of the Dlaii 
erch School. The "Mask Story" with 
the children taking the part of char 
actors in the story, told by the health 
worker, and the "Basket of Fruit." 
a game played by the children, wi'l be 
given. 

In the afternoon, a beautiful page- 
ant, "The Garden of Hours," pictur- 
ing 1 the healthful way of spending .1 
day, will be enacted by a cast of ]>'i 
pils from the Oakmont High School 
CNamcs of the cast may be obtained 
from Mr. Huff.) 

Luncheon will be served the teachers 
at t he High School lunch room. 

Mr. Joseph Huff, superintendent of 
the Havcrford Township Schools, will 
he in charge. 

It is interesting to know that most 
of the ruiblic schools of the Main Lino 
are already using the newest and mo*t 
attractive features of the modern 
health program as taught by nutrition 
workers of the Inter-State Dairy Coun- 
cil. 



If Issue Carries State Will Help Coun- 
ties on Roads. 

At the November election, the citi- 
zens of the State will be asked to vote 
for an amendment to the State Consti- 
tution proposing another JfoOjOOi^OlH 1 
good roads 'bond issue. 

If carried, the amendment will au- 
thorize an increase in the bonded in- 
debtedness of the State of $1(10,000,001) 
for ro«d construction. In 1018, the 
voters authorized the first issue of road 
bonds in the amount of $00,00(1,000 by 
a majority of 202,000. All of that 
money has boon spent for road con- 
struction. 

Should the now issue of $30,(100,000 
be authorized, the State Highway De- 
partment will match $10,000,000 with 
the various counties on a fifty-fifty 
basis for const ruction and reconstruc- 
tion where justified. Thus roads of 
«eeoinlary importance will 'he improved 
;o the extent of some $20,000,000. 

Pennsylvania took the lead among 
ill the States of the Nation in road 
construction immediately following ap- 
proval of the lirst $30,000,000 Toad bond 
issue of 1!»1.H. There are 10,32o miles 
of road in the State highway system, 
of which 3.277 have been improved. 
There are 3,0 IS miles of unimproved 
highway.
